A MYSTERY of the 
SECRET SERVICE 



THE .Secret Service of the Unit- 
ed States now has only two 
duties. One is to guard the life 
of the Nation 'a Chief Executive and 
the other to detect and prosecute 
crimes against the currency. All 
other Federal infractions are limi- 
dled by the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation which is an off-shoot of 
the earlier Department of Justice. 
This arrangeniujit, one which pro- 
motes efficiency, is quite recent. 

Time was when the Secret Service 
had multiple duties, sometimes even 
being assigned to aid the Treasury 
Department stouths in rounding up 
Southern moonshiners. Secret Serv- 
ice men in those days had a wide and 
divergent experience. Such a pio- 
neer sleuth was Charles 'William 
Walker, whose murder in the wilds 
of the mountains of Southern Colo- 
rado has never been solved. 

Capt. "Walker was chief of the 
Secret Service for a number of 
years in Chicago where he was as- 
feigned from Washington. In Wash- 
ington he had been an operative. 
He won promotion by extraordinar- 
ily brave and efficient service. Later 
he was assigned as chief of the Serv- 
ice in the Northern District of the 
Mountain States, with headquarters 
in Denver. 

Capt. "Walker took a vacation one 
summer. He rode horseback through 



the mountains of Southern Colo- 
rado. He was found shot to death 
beside bis horse — the animal half 
famished. The scene of assassina- 
tion was a wild spot in the rugged 
crags Heal the gold mining camp of 
Telia ride. -Here rainbow trout fish- 
ing abounded and it was reported 
that the fishing had been the lure 
that took Capt. Walker into the 
mountain wilds. By others it was 
hinted that Walker was investigat- 
ing land frauds alleged to have been 
perpetrated by mining companion. 
No substantiation of this version 
was forthcoming. 

The district was one too isolated 
for most types of crime although it 
might have hidden a criminal band 's 
hide-out. No trace of the murderer 
or murderers waB ever found. It is 
possible that Walker rode acciden- 
tally into or near some criminal lair. 
If so it must have been that tnu 
crooks either knew or had reason 
to suspect his identity. 

It Is possible, too, that some as- 
sassin or band of assassins followed 
him from the East and were waiting 
for just such an opportunity to put 
an end to his career as a menace to 
evil-doers. His record was so excel- 
lent and his work so outstanding 
that when he died department chiefs 
in Washington referred to his pass- 
ing as "a heavy and bitter loss to 
the service."
